Myntic, Conn., Aug. "9-—The uni- 


versal peace union at ita closing ses- 
sion today, adopted a series of resolu- 
tions or "convictions." The preamble 
aaya that with alt the encouragement 
in tiie demand for peace, "we are still 
confronted with obligatlfris 
resting 


upon peace societies and all advocates 
of peace to remove the causes and 
abolish the custom of war." The reso- 
lutions set forth that the duty of the 
hour is to overcome all 
conditions 


that make war possible by teaching 
the principle* of peace and arbitra- 
tion in schools and universities, by 
practicing them in every day life and 
by multiplying courts of arbitration. 


A peace conference to be called by 


the president every four years, look- 
ing to the prevention c.f war ia favor- 
ed. 
The closing conviction is that 


this country an<l Fngland, "which by 
force of arms, have conquerfj weaker 
nations should m»U<? reparation by the 
introduction of t*-c best of their in- 
stitutions, and the gifts of liberty and 
independence." 


The union recommends an appeal to 


all nations to set asitK- by legislation 


at l«ft»t, QUO per e*at of their annual 
appropriation (or a permanent peace 
fund to be expended tinder directions 
of the Hague international arbitra- 
tion court.

Was Declared of Because of Too Modi 


Wind Over the Course* 


Lipton Is Anxious to End Agony, and Wants 


the Hezt Race Set for Monday. Enthus- 


iastic Londoners Want Racea 


With Crews Exchanged. 


New York, Aug. 29.—For the flrst 


time in the history of the Americas' 
cup contett, a race has been postpon- 
ed because of too much wind. Today, 
the third of the present series was to 
have been Balled. Following the futile 
attempt of Thursday, when the wind 
was not strong enough to complete the 
race in the time limit, it was hoped 
by yachttnen that today's race would 
be decisive, and the series completed. 
Ten hours after Thursday's drifting 
failure, a storm broke over the cup 
course, and raged about Sandy Hook. 
The water -was tumbled Into -waves 
that troubled even an ocean liner. 
The wind blew with a velocity

TEXAS TOPOGRAPHY. 


A map of a portion of H! Paso coun- 


ty, Texas, known as the Cerro Alto 
quadrangle lias just been published 
by the United States Geological Sur- 
vey. 
The quadrangle is a typical 


southwestern desert, the only water 
supply within its limits being found 
in pools, called tanks, formed by the 
infrequent rains in places where holes 
have been worn in the surface. These 
holes are capable of holding from one 
to three or four barrels each, and are 
of aueh importance that they 
are 


named and known to the whole sur- 
rounding country. The 
largest of 


these pools is in a shallow basin near 
the foot of Cerro Alto, the mountain 
from which the quadranglo takes its 
name. This tank has appeared with- 
in the last few years, the trampling 
of the cattle having made the ground 
firm enough to hold water. 


Some attempts have been made to 


collect water by means of dams, but 
with little success, and no successful 
well has yet been drilled: so that the 
country, with the exctption of a few 
spots where an occasional herd of cat- 
tle range over a limited area, is still 
unavailable for any sort of produc- 
tion. 


The topographic features peculiar 


to this region are shown on tl>o map, 
whose contour lines arc drawn at 60- 
foot vertical intervals. The southern
